Ford puts pressure 
on for energy 
conservation bill

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford 
indicated 
to 
R epublican 
congressional leaders today that he will 
impose a second-stage tariff on oil 
imports unless the House passes an 
energy conservation measure by the end 
of the week. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
said Ford gave the leaders a “ strong 
inference” that he would issue an 
executive order raising the tariff to $2 a 
barrel. 
In 
a 
compromise 
with 
Congress 
—designed 
to 
av ert 
a 
m ajor 
confrontation -F o rd earlier this year 
delayed imposition of the tariff in an 
effort 
to 
provide 
time 
for 
the 
development of energy conservation 
legislation. 
A bill, already approved by the Ways 
and Means Committee, may reach the 
House floor Wednesday despite strong 
opposition. House action could come 
before the end of the week when 
Congress goes into recess until June 2. 


Asked 
whether 
Ford 
would 
be 
satisfied with just House 
approval 
before the recess, Scott told reporters 
the President “ is very anxious to 
cooperate.” 
The key feature of the proposed House 
bill is an immediate three-cents-a-gallon 
tax on gasoline which would rise to five 


cents if consumption is not lowered. 
Ford initially ordered a three-stage, 
$l-a-barrel tariff on oil imports which 
would have reached $3 April 1. 
Congress 
responded 
by 
passing 
legislation which would have killed the 
levy. Ford, however, vetoed the bill and 
then agreed to postpone the second and 
third stages to give Congress a chance to 
formulate a counter conservation pro­ 
gram 
The veto remains pending. If Ford 
ordered the second-stage levy, Congress 
could attempt to override the veto when 
it returns from the recess. 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
G. Zarb said he is "pessim istic” that 
Congress will adopt a nationwide energy 
conservation program this year. 


Zarb also said that with U.S. increased 
dependence 
on 
imported 
oil, 
“ the 
likelihood of another (oil) embargo is 
clearly there ” 


"If we have another embargo the 
effects of the last one, I’m afraid, will 
look like a picnic,” Zarb said. “ The plain 
fact is that we need to take some rather 
tough steps to limit our expanding 
imports. 
"If we don’t the people that are going 
to pay the price are the people who are 
paying the price now —the American 
consumer.” 
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President vetoes 
strip mining measure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford, expressing “ a deep sense of 
regret,” today vetoed federal strip 
mining legislation because he said it 
would cost jobs, make the nation more 
dependent on imported oil and put 
another 
crimp 
in 
the 
consumer’s 
pocketbook. 


In a veto message to Congress, the 
President said the bill fails to strike a 
proper balance between the develop­ 
ment of the nation’s energy resources 
and the protection of its environment. 


It was the second time in five months 
that Ford has rejected a strip mining 
bill. 


The decision faces an immediate and 
crucial test on Capitol Hill when the 
House votes on an override attempt 
Wednesday. Leaders of both parties 
have predicted an extremely close vote. 


The President's veto m essage listed 
the following reasons for his rejection: 


—As many as 36,000 people would lose 
jobs when unemployment is already too 
high. 


—Consumers would pay higher cost 


—particularly for electric bills —when 
consumer costs are already too high. 


—The nation would be more dependent 
on foreign oil when it is already overly 
dependent and dangerously vulnerable. 


—C o a l 
p ro d u c tio n 
w ill 
be 
unnecessarily reduced when this vital 
domestic energy resource is needed 
more than ever. 


“ We can develop our energy sources 
while 
protecting our environment,” 
Ford said. “ But this bill does not do that. 
i 
“ I have supported responsible action 
to control surface mining and to reclaim 
damaged land. I continue to support 
actions which strike a proper balance 
between our energy and economic goals 
and 
im p o rtan t 
en v iro n m en tal 
objectives. Unfortunately, HR25 does 
not strike such a balance. 


“ It is with a deep sense of regret that I 
find 
it 
necessary 
to 
reject 
this 
legislation.” 


Before signing the message, Ford 
explained his reasons to Republican 
congressional leaders during a breakfast 
meeting at the White House. 
Commission seeks to abandon 
extracting water from river

Lompoc Water Commission last night 
recommended that the city abandon the 
idea of extracting water from the Santa 
Ynez River at the Narrows instead to 
drill three wills within city boundaries. 


The city had been involved in picking 
up the applications originally filed by 
the 
San ta 
Ynez 
R iv er 
W ater 
Conservation District for extraction at a 
river location east of the city. 
A staff report declared: “ ...it was felt 
that it would be quite a bit cheaper to 
put the wells at the south edge of the city 
park which is at the edge of the 
percolation basin and in such case the 
withdrawal of the water might steepen 
the underground flow and encourage 
additional flow through the Narrows, 
and because the pumping would not be 
from the river underflow.” 


Water department chief A1 Thompson 
also said the proposal would make it 
unnecessary to go through the long 
application process required by the 
state for extraction at a river site 
outside the city. 
The commission also recommended 
approval for diversion of river water 
west of Robinson Bridge for use in a 
spreading basin immediately south of 
McLaughlin Road. 
Former 
water 
commissioner 
Ed 
Rodgers who originally conceived the 
project was in the audience to observe 
the action.

Commission links 
CIA, Mafia to 
assassination try

The 
Rockefeller Commission has received 
evidence from the FBI linking the 
Central Intelligence Agency with the 
Mafia in an attempt to assassinate 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro, a com­ 
mission source 9aid today. 


During its 18-week investigation of the 
CIA, the commission headed by Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller uncov­ 
ered a complete file on the matter in the 
Department of Justice, the source said. 


It was not clear whether the 1961 
project was approved by then-President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Top CIA officials have consistently 
denied that the agency ever approved 
any assassination plots, but they have 
declined to comment on whether such 
plots were discussed. 


The existence of the FBI file was first 
reported today by The New York Times 
and 
confirmed 
by 
United 
P ress 
International from commission sources 


The FBI file reportedly showed that 
Sam Giancana, a well-known Chicago 
rackets figure, and underworld soldier 
of fortune John Roselli were contacted 
by the CIA in 1961 and offered a contract 
to carry out the plot. 


They reportedly were given poison 
capsules, which were to be used to kill 
the Cuban leader. 


At the time, both men were said to 
have been under investigation by the 
Department of Justice in connection 
with their underworld activities. It was 
unclear whether there was any attempt 
to carry cut the plot. 


Chumash Indian reservation 
strives for self sufficiency

In their glory, the Chumash Indians, 
10,000 to 20,000 strong, lived freely along 
the tri-county coast, but in a fine 
balance with nature. In their industry 
and 
arts, 
material, 
technical, 
and 
economic development, they were one 
of 
the 
most 
advanced 
tribes 
in 
California 
The Chumash today number a few 
hundred and some of them are trying, in 
effect, to re-establish a piece of that 
glory in the confines of 99.29 acres of 
land in the Santa Ynez Valley called the 
Santa Ynez Indian Reservation 
The reservation is the smallest in the 
state, and it represents all the land the 
Chumash have been allowed to keep. 


Approximately 17 acres are devoted to 
residential 
use; 
eight 
acres 
to 
a 
campground- and ten acres are hillside. 
Twenty acres at the parcel’s southern 
end are swampland 
For years the population of the Santa 
Ynez Indian Reservation has remained 
low. In 1941, for example, one family 
and eight other people lived there. 
The reason has not been because the 
reservation can only accommodate a 
limited populace. Rather, the reason has 
been no available housing, no gas and an 
improper water source, namely Zanji de 
Cota Creek which runs along the narrow 
parcel. 
Also, job opportunities were nil on the 
reservation and poor in the surrounding 
area. 
“ That’s why a lot don’t live here. They 
can’t survive The work isn’t here, Jim

c h a irm an

the 
reservation’s business committee, said 
last week. 
The conditions have begun to change 
since 
1968 when the less than 40 
Chumash 
living on the reservation 
decided to enact change. Now there is a 
proper gas and water supply; next 
month the construction of 10 new homes 
begin and another 10 homes will be built 
next year. 
Now there are plans for an important 
community building and hopes of a 
com m ercial 
development 
on 
the 
reservation which will serve to employ 
an 
already 
increasing 
Chumash 
population. And there are, in addition, 
plans of turning the reservation’s only 
adobe house into a museum, developing 
the campground site into “ a going 
e n te rp rise ” 
and 
changing 
the 
swampland into a wilderness area or 
wildlife sanctuary 
The changes and plans for change 
were precipitated by the reservation’s 
plaguing short supply of creek water and 
the 
county 
health 
departm en t’s 
determination that the water was unfit 
for drinking 
“ We started with $20.” recalled Jim ’s 
wife Rosa. “ We had enough problems 
with water.” 
In 
1968, 
the 
business committee 
formed an improvement committee to 
raise $10,000 If this could be done, the 
Indian Health Service, under the U.S. 
Public 
Health 
Service, 
agreed 
to 
contribute another $20,000 that was 
needed so the reservation could join the 
Santa Ynez Water Conservation District

Following 
numerous 
fund-raising 
events such as bar-b-ques, bake sales, 
fashion shows and raffles and with the 
volunteer help of college students. Girl 
Scouts, La Cumbre High School students 
(who sponsored a car washi, “ people 
from all walks of life in the tri-counties” 
-the money was raised, 
It was because of the successful water 
project experience that the Santa Ynez 
Band of Mission Indians “ got more 
aggressive,” in Pace’s words, about 
pursuing avenues of change 
Next the band joined the Inter-Tribal 
Council of California. Inc., for one 
reason, 
to develop 
the 
reservation 
economically and socially under the Re­ 
development Act of 1963 A committee 
was formed to work with ITC urban 
planners to create an Overall Economic 
Development Program 


Five years later the OEDP is nearly 
finished and will soon be submitted to 
th e 
E c o n o m ic 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
Administration, under the Department 
of Commerce, after the band approves 
it. If approved by EDA. the OEDP s 
projects become eligible for federal 
funding under various EDA programs 


Priority number one of the OEDP is a 
m ulti-purpose

center 
because “ the absence of cultural and 
recreational 
facilities, 
including 
a 
building or hall in which meetings may 
be held, has been an impediment to 
growth in the past and will continue to 
be an impediment in the future until this

only $349 million, a drop of about $225 
million 
The 
new 
governor’s 
director 
of 
finance, 
Roy 
M. 
Bell, 
made 
the 
disclosure at a joint meeting of the 
budget-writing 
Assembly 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee 
and 
the 
Senate 
F inance 
C om m ittee 
where 
he 
announced the administration’s revised 
revenue figures for the economically 
uncertain upcoming fiscal year 
“ In order to avoid future painful tax 
increases,” Bell said, the state must not 
allow excess spending to further outstrip 
incoming revenues. 
Bell told the legislators that the 
current year’s surplus will swell by $68 
million more than anticipated but next 
year it will drop by $257 million. 
Because the state will still have a 
surplus at the end of the next fiscal year. 
Brown’s $11.3 billion spending plan will 
remain in balance, Bell said, although 
the governor will have to tap the surplus 
to avoid a budget deficit. 
Bell, 
conceding 
that 
Brown’s 
forecasts in January for an economic 
upturn in the third quarter of the year 
may have been optimistic, declared that 
the “ drop in real economic activity has 
been far more rapid, and deeper, than 
expected.’’ 
He said the reduction in the projected 
tax surplus “ creates some real concerns 
about maintaining a balanced budget 
and cautiously told newsmen if the 
le g isla tu re 
stay ed 
within 
the 
administration’s expenditure program a 
tax increase next year would not be 
necessary. 
“ In my opinion, if they do not increase 
any additional spending, it is at least 
possible that we will not have to 
increase taxes next year, Bell added. 
In his presentation of revised revenue 
estimates, the finance director excluded 
any 
additional 
costs 
caused 
by 
appropriation bills. He likewise did not 
include any additional revenue produced 
by approval of legislation to plug 
tax 
loopholes.” 
Bell said the chief rise in expenditures 
would 
be 
caused 
by 
unexpected 
increases in apportionment of state aid 
to local schools, or $117 million above 
previous projections. 
He said enrollment in adult education 
and regional occupation programs is 
expected to increase to 83,800 students 
at an estimated higher cost of $50,7 
million next year. 
He said higher 
enrollments in adult education classes 
may be caused by the state of the 
economy and higher unemployment and 
students may be shifting away from 
college 
prep 
classes 
to 
vocational 
education classes. 


Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post 
urged the legislature to set “ controls” 
on the sums of money available to 
schools for adult education. 


Bell said such courses were “ profit 
m akers” for the schools because the

For more than a decade the 
story of the Santa Barbara 
County Mental Health Clinic of

Ynez Valleys is a story of 
expansion 
From a small house in 1963 
on North G Street to the 
present upstairs offices of the 
new county building at 401 E. 
Cypress 
Avenue, 
a 
Day 
Treatment Center at 136 North 
G Street, and a satellite clinic 
in Solvang 
From a single social worker, 
a part-time psychiatrist and 
part-time psychologist, and a 
secretary to a staff of over 16 
specialists, five secretaries, 
and one account clerk 
From 
providing 
limited 
services 
of 
psychotherapy, 
medication therapy and group 
and marriage counseling to 
providing 
a 
“ network 
of 
comprehensive mental health 
services " 
From treating 40 cases a 
month to attending more than 
500 cases monthly.

kiraku Restaurant in downtown 
Tokyo. 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
and other leaders visited Sato’s 
improvised bed during the

at 
the 
100-year-old, 
Japanese-style restaurant 
Many of Japan’s political and 
industrial 
leaders 
hold 
meetings at restaurants staffed 
by geishas, women who serve 
as hostesses, waitresses and 
entertainers during the meal 
Doctors said Sato was lying 
at 
the 
restaurant 
on 
a 
traditional Japanese bed —a 
heavy quilt stretched over a 


straw mat covering the floor of 
the restaurant. 
His wife, Hiroko, and his son. 
Shinji, were at his side 
In addition to Miki, visitors 
included Sato’s successor, for­ 
mer Premier Kakuei Tanaka, 
who stepped down in 1974 after 
being accused of corruption. 
Sato’s elder brother, Nobu- 
suke Kishi, prime minister 
from 1957 to 1960. also came to 
the restaurant. 
Sato served as prime minis­ 
ter and president of Japan’s 
ruling 
Liberal 
Democratic 
party from 1964 to 1972 during 
the nation’s emergence as one 
of the world’s major economic 
powers. , 
He negotiated the 1972 return 
of Okinawa to Japanese rule.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense-minded House members 
have so far prevented critics of 
Pentagon 
spending

cutting any money from a $32 
billion weapons procurement 
bill. 
Four separate proposals that 
would have sliced nearly $1 
billion from the authorization 
measure were easily rejected 
Monday and the House moved 
toward final passage today. 
The Senate will start debate 
later this week on its $30.3 
billion version of the same bill. 
The prime target of the 
critics was the B1 bomber. So 
far, three prototypes have been 
built and one has been flown. 
The Pentagon wants 244 of 
them, designed to replace the 
aging B52 as the nation’s heavy 
bomber for nuclear war and 
other major missions. 
An effort to cut $108 million 
for construction of a fourth 
prototype was defeated Mon­ 
day, 227-164. A new effort is 
expected to delete all of the 
$948.5 million in the measure 
for the Bl. 
Rep Les Aspin, D-Wis., a 
Pentagon critic, said “ bombers 
are obsolete in this day of 
missiles," but a strong Penta­ 
gon supporter, Rep Joe D 
Waggonner Jr., D-La., said if 
you do away with conventional 
weapons then you hasten the 
day of the nuclear holocaust 
because you won’t have any

Death rates for heart disease, 
stroke and accidents, three of 
the 
four 
leading 
national 
killers, declined in 1974. the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare said Monday. 
Deaths from cancer, the 
second leading cause of death 
next to heart disease, increased 
last year. 
The statistics show a 22 per 
cent drop in the rate of deaths 
from motor vehicle accidents, 
said HEW Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. 
The estimated 45,000 vehicu­ 
lar deaths were 10,000 fewer 
than in 1973. Weinberger said 
lower speed limits and less 
driving because of the energy 
shortage were accelerating a 
national 
trend 
of 
reduced 
traffic deaths. 
Weinberger gave no reason 
for the increaced cancer death 
rate. 
The death rate for heart 
disease was around 351.6 for 
each 100,000 persons in 1974, 
compared to 375.2 in 1963.

Patrol boat 
mutinied, 
paper says 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The 
crew of the Cambodian patrol 
boat 
that 
seized 
the U.S. 
merchantman Mayaguez last 
week later mutinied against its 
Communist commander, threw 
him overboard and sailed to 
Thailand to seek asylum, the 
Washington 
Post 
reported 
today. 


The newspaper said the crew 
was 
loyal 
to

Cambodian government. 


The report said Thailand has 
not acknowledged the incident, 
going so far as to paint over the 
Cambodian markings on the 
ship and hang a Thai flag from 
its mast.

Thailand "who are now likely 
to deny that the patrol boat was 
involved 
in

affair" and to U.S. defense and 
diplomatic

Washington. 


A State Department spokes­ 
man said there would be no 
immediate comment and a 
Pentagon spokesman said the 
story “ caught us by surprise. ” 
The newspaper said reports 
of the mutiny started arriving 
in Washington Friday, two days 
after U.S. Marines retrieved 
the ship and 40-man crew, 
which had been captured by 
Khmer Rouge forces while 
sailing toward Sattahip, Thai­

The 
mutineers, 
after

overboard, then made port in 
Sattahip, the Post said. The 
newspaper reported that they 
and the ships had been pressed

The association said unless 
additional money is provided 
those districts, they will be 
forced to lay off an estimated 
4,000 to 5,000 staff members 
and reduce educational pro­ 
gram s by $37 million to $50 
million by next fall 
Joseph 
Brooks, 
executive 
secretary of the association, 
called for additional state funds 
to help school districts cope 
with inflation-increased costs 
“ The state has got to come to 
grips with the issue,” Brooks 
said. “ They can’t continue to 
pass the buck to the local 
taxpayers.”

local emergency meetings May 
30 to examine their district 
finances and determine where 
cuts will have to be made 
before next fall 
The findings of the survey 
included:

Side School in New Brighton, 
Minn . had just left school and 
were on their way home when a 
tornado swooped down on the 
Minneapolis suburb.

About one-third of the Sunny 
Side school’s roof was ripped 
off just 10 minutes after the 800 
pupils had been dismissed. 
School custodian Philmore 
Hammargren heard children 
yelling as the storm approa­ 
ched. He opened locked doors 
to let a dozen children in and 
then shielded them with his 
body as the storm smashed 
windows throughout the buil­ 
ding. 
Hammargren and the 
children escaped unharmed 
Others were not as lucky. 
The storm skipped across the 
northern Minneapolis suburbs 
of New Brighton, Fridley and 
Mounds View Monday, leaving 
30 persons injured and causing 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
dollars in property damage. 
The trailer court at Mounds 
View was hardest hit. 
Tom O’Keefe, 27. and his 


family suffered only cuts and 
bruises when the twister blew 
apart their trailer home. 
“ The storm hit three minutes 
after I heard the tornado watch 
on the radio,” O’Keefe said. “ 1 
put them on the floor and laid 
on top of them. The trailer blew 
apart and all the stuff piled on 
top of u s.” 
Fifteen trailer homes were 
destroyed and about 70 per cent 
of the 200 homes suffered some 
damage. 
“ We’re very fortunate no one 
was killed,” said Police Chief 
Ernie Grabowski. “ It picked up 
one of the trailers and threw it 
right on the freeway.” 
Sandra Lowry, 
mother of 
three, was taking a shower in 
her mobile home in Mounds 
View when the storm hit. 
“ The next thing I knew I was 
being tossed about in the air 
and the freezer was on top of 
m e,” she said.

Society that beef liver should not be 
eaten by pregnant women because of the 
harmful effect that might be caused 
them by the beef liver's output of 
estrogen This estrogen so produced, she 
affirmed, is in a negligible quantity and 
is less than that supplied by the body of 
the pregnant woman itself without the 
use of beef liver 


With regard to fears of carcinogenic 
contents of other foods, 
Mrs. Van 
Schaick went on to say that these 
suspected components are isolated at 
times to show that they constitute 
quantities as small as one-millionth of 
one per cent and are so infinitesimal 
that they could not possibly contribute to 
cancerous growth She summed up her 
statement by saying that at present we 
appear to be ahead of ourselves in 
scientific investigation.

The expert goes further 
and works with 10’s, nines and 
sometimes even lower cards. 


South’s normal tendency is to 
play the king or queen of spades 
from dummy at trick one East 
will take his ace and undoubted­ 
ly will shift to the king of clubs. 
Later South will get to discard 
either a diamond or club on 
dummy’s other high spade. But 
that one discard will be com­ 
pletely useless and the defense 
will score another victory. 


South can make the contract 
easily by just putting the nine 
and 10 of spades to work 


He plays dummy’s deuce of 
spades at trick one. East wins a 
cheap trick with the jack and 
shifts to that same king of 
clubs. 


South takes his ace; plays the 
king and queen of trumps. He 
overtakes the queen with dum­ 
my’s ace and leads dummy’s 
king of spades. 


East can do no better than to 
play his ace. South ruffs, enters 
dummy with a third trump and 
discards two clubs on the two 
good spades.

Despite the one-sidedness the U.S. 
victory, the Chinese accepted their 
defeats gracefully, thus supporting their 
claim that with them in sports it's 
friendship first, competition second 
The Chinese had a tough time finishing 
even second in Canton Monday. 
The Americans finished 1-2 in every 
event but the 100 meters where China s 
Feng Chen jon was runnerup to Dr.

Why Vegas is tennis-crazy

LAS VEGAS, Nev. — (NEA) — Tennis’ first million 
dollar match was hatched in a little office on the 
campus of Georgetown University in Washington, D C., 
when Bob Wussler, the young new major domo of CBS 
Sports came down from New York to meet Bill 
Riordan, who controls that valuable commodity, 
Jimmy Connors. 
In a relatively short 45-minute session, they had put 
the deal together. Riordan wanted 1700,000 for the 
television rights, which would represent more than half 
of the revenue. Wussler offered $400,000. They split the 
difference at $550,000. 
Now that seems like a lot of money for one event, but 
it isn’t compared to the $2.5 million paid for the Super 
Bowl, and it’s right in line with what the networks pay 
for sports events that eat up an afternoon of pro­ 
gramming, 
What boggles the mind in this case is that all the 
money — with the Caesars Palace booty of $250,000 
prize money for the winner plus another 50 grand from 
Caesars for Riordan, plus foreign rights of $175,000. it 
came to just over a million — went to just two guys 
with tennis rackets and the man in the middle who put 
the deal together, Riordan. 
An analogy has been drawn to a heavyweight 
championship boxing match. And in the staging it 
almost came out that way, with Connors arriving at 
center court to have his back rubbed by Riordan, acting 
like a trainer, and comedian Alan King performing the 
introductions in center ring like the late Johnny Addie 
(“ On the right, from Sydney, Austrialia ... on the left, 
from Belleville, Illinois ... ” — all he left out was, “ ... 
in the white trunks” ). 
But a fighter is cut up in a dozen ways and goes 
through an extensive and expensive training period and 
carries a large entourage. In this case, Connors and 
John Newcombe weren’t splitting with anyone but 
Riordan. Connors got almost half a million for winning, 
Newcombe an estimated quarter million in losing and 
Riordan came in for 25 per cent of the promotion — 
another quarter million (some guesses put it at 
$300,000). 
How could CBS and Caesars Palace afford it? Easy. 
CBS for its three-hour show sold 25 minutes of air 
time at approximately the same price it gets for NFL 
football — $50-to-$55,000 per minute. That adds up 
conservatively to a revenue of around $1,250,000. Add to 
their outlay for the TV rights another $125,000 for 
production and promotion costs, another $125,000 to 
their stations for airing it, and you come to only $800,000 
in expenses, leaving a tidy profit for the event. 
Wussler also expected to hit a 13.5 in the ratings — 
that’s 20 million homes or 60 million viewers. That’s not 


counting how many of those millions were bored by the 
match and turned it off — these highly touted ex­ 
travaganzas seldom live up to advance billing 
Caesars Palace made out in a different, less tangible 
way. The hotel put up $300,000 in prize money and seed 
money for the promoter. It cost another $200,000 in 
staging expenses — bringing in guests for the match, 
putting them up, promoting it, running the arena. 
Ostensibly, the house was sold out, almost 3,400 seats 
in the small indoor pavilion scaled to gross $188,000. But 
fully 
1,900 
of 
those 
spectators 
were 
given 
complimentary tickets, which means the cash return 
was under $100,000. So where does the rest of the 
$400,000 come from to justify Caesars Palace’s parti­ 
cipation? 
It derives from an intangible, flexible item called 
“ the daily drop.” “ Drop” is the Las Vegas term for the 
money deposited daily in a gambling casino by the 
customers. Caesars Palace, which has a full-time staff 
of 2,700 people and operates almost like a little city, 
figures an excellent daily drop is one with “ win” money 
of $750,000. When it dips to $300,000, it's considered 
almost a disaster. 
For contrast, the Stardust down the Strip, a more 
modest operation, figures a good daily drop yields 
$250,000 (around 20 per cent of the money gambled is 
profit for the casino). 
The object of bringing in Newcombe and Connors was 
the same as bringing Tom Jones into the Circus 
Maximus, its big show room, for $250,000 a week — to 
attract the action. 
For Connors - Newcombe, those faces you saw in the 
background on the tv screen (not Johnny Carson and 
Merv Griffin) were atypical tennis fans. They were 
from the hotel’s select list of high rollers. 
It was estimated that bringing them in for that 
weekend would increase the drop by an extra $250,000 
Right there, the hotel would be covered on the prize 
money. The rest would be chalked up, if necessary, to 
promotion, since Caesars Palace would be exposed 
nationally and internationally as a hospitable tennis 
salon, attracting bigger and better daily drops. 
There is a calculated gamble in all this. Those high 
rollers might come in and get lucky and decrease the 
drop and Caesars would take a bath on the whole 
promotion. But it took that same gamble the first day it 
opened its doors (and the percentages on that kind of 
gamble are pretty good). 
So Caesars Palace is happy. Connors is ecstatic. 
(“ Challenge matches are super,” he gushed.) Even 
John Newcombe estimated he could afford a couple of 
extra beers. (“ Whether I beat him or he beats me,” he 
rationalized, “ doesn’t relate to life, does it?” ) 
All it cost the rest of us was three desultory hours on 
a Saturday afternoon.

IOC to discuss 76 games 
court bout 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A divorce 
suit against former heavyweight boxing 
champion George Foreman was thrown 
out of court Monday by a judge who 
agreed with Foreman’s argument that 
he never married the woman who filed 
the suit. 
Superior Court Judge Nancy 
B. 
Watson dismissed the suit filed against 
Foreman, 25, of Livermore, Calif., by 
Pamela Clay, 20. She maintained that 
although they were never formally 
married, 
they 
lived 
together 
as 
“ putative spouses” from December, 
1973 to August, 1974, and had one child, 
George Foreman Jr., born last Sept. 30. 


LAUSANNE, 
Switzerland (U PI) — 
China’s readmission to the Olympic 
movement may be postponed until early 
next year but will come in time for 
Chinese athletes to compete in the 
Montreal Games in July 1976, according 
to 
members 
of 
the 
International 
Olympic Committee. 
The IOC opens its 76th annual session 
today with the China question pushed 
into the wings by the crisis surrounding 
the Montreal games. But many IOC 
members looked relieved when told that 


work was resuming on the Olympic 
complex 
following 
a 
construction 
workers' strike. 
The Chinese have shown they are keen 
to reappear as soon as possible in 
Olympic sports and their application to 
rejoin had beem timed so that the four- 
day session could re-elect them. 
China walked out of the IOC in 1954 
when then-President Avery Brundage 
announced that Taiwan would also be 
recognized. Taiwan is still an IOC 
member. 


The Olympic Games have come a long 
way from the old days, when a few 
unemployed Greeks got together, doffed 
their togas and commenced to toss javelins 
and fellow Greeks around for the sheer 
enjoyment of competition. 
Today, not only is the wearing apparel 
more sophisticated (network censors put 
an end to nudity >, but so are the logistical 
problems encountered in staging the event. 
The city of Montreal is learning that the 
Olympics are anything but fun and games. 
Montreal planned to spend only $310 
million and put on a simple Olympics. The 
current estimate is $653 million, and if 
you’ve ever had your car repaired you know 
what happens to current estimates. 
And with the ongoing construction and 
labor hassles, the chances of the Montreal 
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facilities being completed in time for the 
’76 games 
is growing dimmer than 
Kahoutek at noon. 
Fortunately, the Games need not go 
homeless in ’76. I propose we award the 
Olympics to the designated pinch host, Los 
Angeles. 
It would take L.A. about 10 minutes to 
prepare for the event. The city is used to 
having strangers drop in uninvited. 
There would be a few minor wrinkles to 
iron out. First of all, modern Olympic 
tradition insists that all stadiums and 
facilities be brand new, enormously costly, 
and totally non-functional after the Games. 
The thought of using the moldy old L.A 
Coliseum for a shiny new Olympics is out of 
the question. 
No problem. Slap some aluminum siding 
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on the Coliseum, paint the seats, and 
change the name. 
"Coliseum” is too corny and old- 
fashioned. Simply announce that the entire 
structure is covered by a huge,’clear plastic 
dome (who will know, unless it rains or the 
Goodyear blimp falls?) and call it the 
Metrodome or the Angeldome. 
Conservationists, 
those 
hard-core 
spoilsports who deprived Denver of the last 
Winter Games, are certain to cry that 
L.A.’s delicate ecology would be damaged 
by the Olympics. 
The truth is that the visiting athletes and 
fans will do less damage to the city than an 
average Shriner’s convention. 
And forget about filing an environmental 
impact report. The L.A. environment was 
long ago impacted in asphalt. 
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The practical advantages of moving the 
Olympics to L.A. are impressive. But let’s 
not 
overlook 
the 
obvious 
cultural 
advantages. No other city in the world can 
boast such an international heritage and 
atmosphere. 
At any freeway interchange in L.A. one 
will see Fiats, Valkswagens, Chevy s. 
Volvos and Hondas mingling into each 
other without regard to race, color or 
national origin. 
And where else can one drive from Taco 
Bell to Der Weinerschnitzel to Pizza Hut as 
quickly as one can say “ Alka Seltzer” ? 
Los Angeles has the Olympic spirit. What 
better indication of this than a glance 
through the “ Free Press" want ads. which 
vividly document the city-wide popularity 
of naked wrestling.

SHANGHAI (UPI * - Uncle Sam s all- 
?onquenng track and field members 
began the second phase of their Rood- 
wili tour today still buzzing about the 
way Phase 1 wound up 
They weren't talking so much about 
how they decimated the Chinese in 
Canton, but how the Chinese wiped them 
out with a touching farewell from the 
heart that had to be seen to be believed 
It took place Monday outside East 
Stadium in Canton where the Americans 
had just swept all 17 events for a total of 
32 out of 33 in the two-day meet 
Members of the U.S. team had 
boarded buses to return to their hotel 
when they suddenly noticed the Chinese 
team 
they had beaten so soundly 
standing there on the sidewalk 
As the buses began pulling away, the 
Chinese athletes waved warmly to the 
Americans 
and 
applauded 
them 
Townspeople lining the sidewalk also did 
the same thing 


“ It was one of the most moving things 
I’ve ever seen,” said Maren Seidler, the 
blonde San Jose. C alif. sbotputter who 
was among the winners. 
Despite the one-sidedness the U S 
victory, the Chinese accepted their 
defeats gracefully, thus supporting their 
claim that with them in sports it's 
friendship first, competition second 
The Chinese had a tough time finishing 
even second in Canton Monday. 
The Americans finished 1-2 in every 
event but the 100 meters where China s 
Feng Chen-jon was runnerup to Dr. 
Delano Meriwether, winner of the event 
in 10 3 seconds Among the other U.S. 
winners were Keith Francis of New 
Bedford, Mass., Mike Slack of Fargo. 
N D., Dick Buerkle of Rochester, N Y., 
and Dennis Adams of Newago. Mich 
Francis took the 800 meters in 1:50 flat 
Slack finished first in the 1,500 meters 
with a time of 3 44 2. Buerkle ran off and 
almost hid in winning the 5.000 meters m 
13:57.2 and Adams high jumped 7 feet 2

Why Vegas is tennis-crazy

LAS VEGAS, Nev. - (NEA) - Tennis’ first million 
dollar match was hatched in a little office on the 
campus of Georgetown University in Washington, D C., 
when Bob Wussler, the young new major domo of CBS 
Sports came down from New York to meet Bill 
Riordan, who controls that valuable commodity, 
Jimmy Connors. 
In a relatively short 45-minute session, they had put 
the deal together. Riordan wanted 1700,000 for the 
television rights, which would represent more than half 
of the revenue. Wussler offered $400,000 They split the 
difference at $550,000. 
Now that seems like a lot of money for one event, but 
it isn’t compared to the $2.5 million paid for the Super 
Bowl, and it’s right in line with what the networks pay 
for sports events that eat up an afternoon of pro­ 
gramming, 
What boggles the mind in this case is that all the 
money — with the Caesars Palace booty of $250,000 
prize money for the winner plus another 50 grand from 
Caesars for Riordan, plus foreign rights of $175,000, it 
came to just over a million — went to just two guys 
with tennis rackets and the man in the middle who put 
the deal together, Riordan. 
An analogy has been drawn to a heavyweight 
championship boxing match. And in the staging it 
almost came out that way, with Connors arriving at 
center court to have his back rubbed by Riordan, acting 
like a trainer, and comedian Alan King performing the 
introductions in center ring like the late Johnny Addie 
(“ On the right, from Sydney, Austrialia ... on the left, 
from Belleville, Illinois ... ” - all he left out was, 
... 
in the white trunks” ). 
But a fighter is cut up in a dozen ways and goes 
through an extensive and expensive training period and 
carries a large entourage. In this case, Connors and 
John Newcombe weren’t splitting with anyone but 
Riordan. Connors got almost half a million for winning, 
Newcombe an estimated quarter million in losing and 
Riordan came in for 25 per cent of the promotion — 
another quarter million (some guesses put it at 
$300,000). 
How could CBS and Caesars Palace afford it? Easy. 
CBS for its three-hour show sold 25 minutes of air 
time at approximately the same price it gets for NFL 
football - $50-to-$55,000 per minute. That adds up 
conservatively to a revenue of around $1,250,000. Add to 
their outlay for the TV rights another $125,000 for 
production and promotion costs, another $125,000 to 
their stations for airing it, and you come to only $800.000 
in expenses, leaving a tidy profit for the event. 
Wussler also expected to hit a 13.5 in the ratings — 
that’s 20 million homes or 60 million viewers. That’s not 


counting how many of those millions were bored by the 
match and turned it off — these highly touted ex­ 
travaganzas seldom live up to advance billing. 
Caesars Palace made out in a different, less tangible 
way. The hotel put up $300,000 in prize money and seed 
money for the promoter. It cost another $200,000 in 
staging expenses — bringing in guests for the match, 
putting them up, promoting it, running the arena. 
Ostensibly, the house was sold out, almost 3,400 seats 
in the small indoor pavilion scaled to gross $188,000. But 
fully 
1,900 
of 
those 
spectators 
were 
given 
complimentary tickets, which means the cash return 
was under $100,000. So where does the rest of the 
$400,000 come from to justify Caesars Palace’s parti­ 
cipation? 
It derives from an intangible, flexible item called 
“ the daily drop.” “ Drop” is the Las Vegas term for the 
money deposited daily in a gambling casino by the 
customers. Caesars Palace, which has a full-time staff 
of 2,700 people and operates almost like a little city, 
figures an excellent daily drop is one with “ win” money 
of $750,000. When it dips to $300,000, it’s considered 
almost a disaster. 
For contrast, the Stardust down the Strip, a more 
modest operation, figures a good daily drop yields 
$250,000 (around 20 per cent of the money gambled is 
profit for the casino >. 
The object of bringing in Newcombe and Connors was 
the same as bringing Tom Jones into the Circus 
Maximus, its big show room, for $250,000 a week — to 
attract the action. 
For Connors - Newcombe, those faces you saw in the 
background on the tv screen (not Johnny Carson and 
Merv Griffin) were atypical tennis fans. They were 
from the hotel’s select list of high rollers. 
It was estimated that bringing them in for that 
weekend would increase the drop by an extra $250,000. 
Right there, the hotel would be covered on the prize 
money The rest would be chalked up, if necessary, to 
promotion, since Caesars Palace would be exposed 
nationally and internationally as a hospitable tennis 
salon, attracting bigger and better daily drops. 
There is a calculated gamble in all this. Those high 
rollers might come in and get lucky and decrease the 
drop and Caesars would take a bath on the whole 
promotion. But it took that same gamble the first day it 
opened its doors (and the percentages on that kind of 
gamble are pretty good). 
So Caesars Palace is happy. Connors is ecstatic. 
(“ Challenge matches are super,” he gushed.) Even 
John Newcombe estimated he could afford a couple of 
extra beers. (“ Whether I beat him or he beats me, he 
rationalized, “doesn't relate to life, does it?” ) 
All it cost the rest of us was three desultory hours on 
a Saturday afternoon.

A proposal 
Pinch-host for 
76 Olympics: 
why not L.A.?

The Olympic Games have come a long 
way from the old days, when a few 
unemployed Greeks got together, doffed 
their togas and commenced to toss javelins 
and fellow Greeks around for the sheer 
enjoyment of competition. 
Today, not only is the wearing apparel 
more sophisticated (network censors put 
an end to nudity >, but so are the logistical 
problems encountered in staging the event. 
The city of Montreal is learning that the 
Olympics are anything but fun and games. 
Montreal planned to spend only $310 
million and put on a simple Olympics. The 
current estimate is $653 million, and if 
you’ve ever had your car repaired you know 
what happens to current estimates. 
And with the ongoing construction and 
labor hassles, the chances of the Montreal 


facilities being completed in time for the 
76 
games 
is growing dimmer 
than 
Kahoutek at noon. 
Fortunately, the Games need not go 
homeless in ’76. I propose we award the 
Olympics to the designated pinch host, Los 
Angeles. 
It would take L.A. about 10 minutes to 
prepare for the event. The city is used to 
having strangers drop in uninvited. 
There would be a few minor wrinkles to 
iron out. First of all, modem Olympic 
tradition insists that all stadiums and 
facilities be brand new, enormously costly, 
and totally non-functional after the Games. 
The thought of using the moldy old L.A. 
Coliseum for a shiny new Olympics is out of 
the question. 
No problem. Slap some aluminum siding 


on the Coliseum, paint the seats, and 
change the name. 
“ Coliseum” 
is 
too corny and old- 
fashioned. Simply announce that the entire 
structure is covered by a huge,*clear plastic 
dome (who will know, unless it rains or the 
Goodyear blimp falls?) and call it the 
Metrodome or the Angeldome. 
Conservationists, 
those 
hard-core 
spoilsports who deprived Denver of the last 
Winter Games, are certain to cry that 
L.A.’s delicate ecology would be damaged 
by the Olympics. 
The truth is that the visiting athletes and 
fans will do less damage to the city than an 
average Shriner’s convention. 
And forget about filing an environmental 
impact report. The L.A. environment was 
long ago impacted in asphalt. 


The practical advantages of moving the 
Olympics to L.A. are impressive. But let’s 
not 
overlook 
the 
obvious 
cultural 
advantages. No other city in the world can 
boast such an international heritage and 
atmosphere. 
At any freeway interchange in L.A. one 
will see Fiats, Valkswagens, Chevys. 
Volvos and Hondas mingling into each 
other without regard to race, color or 
national origin. 
And where else can one drive from Taco 
Bell to Der Weiner schnitzel to Pizza Hut as 
quickly as one can say “ Alka Seltzer ”? 
Los Angeles has the Olympic spirit What 
better indication of this than a glance 
through the “ Free Press” want ads. which 
vividly document the city-wide popularitv 
of naked wrestling

The arms race 


WASHINGTON - The spring has at 
last turned so beautiful that it seems 
downright curmudgeonly to talk about 
the arms race and the fate of mankind in 
a nuclear world. Aren’t the azaleas and 
the dogwood and the pretty young girls 
in their summer dresses enough? Why 
do you have to spoil a fine sunny day? 
The answer. I guess, 
is a conscience that 
brings me back again 
and again to the vari­ 
ous forms of lunacy 
embedded in the arms 
race In this there is 
nothing ideological It 
is 
the 
affront 
to 
rea so n , 
com m on 
sense, that in the end 
means a drift toward 
nuclear war at an 
incalculable cost measured not so much 
in money as in the irretrievable loss of 
human and material resources. 
In

budget already beginning in Congress,

argument. Look, they are saying, we

No one would question the need for a 
strong national defense But under the

kickers capable of setting off new spurts 
in the race. 
A notorious example is the strategic 
cruise missile with a nuclear warhead 
that has a range of 1.500 miles or more. 
The Navy and the Air Force have put 
$152.8 million in the 
76 budget for 
seaborne and airborne cruise missiles. 
In the armaments shop these are lost 
leader*- since once in production the 
estimate is they will cost $500,000 apiece 
as against $86 million for a R-l bomber. 
The cruise missile is an illustration of 
how human brain power can concentrate 
successfully on doing the impossible. 
Not so long ago the cruise missile was 
considered an "old weapon commonly 
thought of as inaccurate and useful at 
best 
for 
short-ran ge 
ta ctica l 
applications. 
But today, according to Kosta Tsipis, 
a nuclear physicist at the Center for 
International 
S tu d ies 
at

Massachusetts Institute of Technology.

understood 
The human brains had been at work 
miniaturizing the devices essential to 
put the cruise missile on target within 30 
feet at a distance of several thousand 
miles. They were so successful that, in 
effect, they put mechanical brains in the 
246-inch missile that could read the 
terrain over which it passed and guide it 
to the predetermined target 
As late as 1972, the then Secretary of 
Defense, Melvin Laird, testified that the 
submarine-launched cruise missile was 
necessary to “assure availability of 
future U.S. options for additional U.S. 
strength, if needed 
During the same hearings Chief of 
Naval 
Operations 
Admiral 
Elmo 
Zumwalt said that the deployment of the 
SLCM “will make possible a more 
stabilizing atmosphere in countering the 
Soviet potential strategic cruise missile 
capability.” 
At that point it was believed that 
cruise missiles of the old type were 
minor part of the Soviet arsenal There 
was no reason to believe they would 
move into the new type nor for that 
matter whether they had achieved the 
capacity to miniaturize the complex 
devices essential to the new weapon.

important, 
as

MIT 
physicist points out, is that this bargain 
counter nuclear weapon will appeal to 
near-nuclear powers. They will be able 
to get on the cheap a killer weapon with 
infallible accuracy against such targets 
as hardened missile silos. As carried on 
submarines, they cannot by any present 
means be verified and this makes a 
mockery of the tentative SALT II 
agreement reached at Vladivostok 
“Long-range cruise missiles.’’ Tsipis 
concludes, “have the potential to make 
war more casual and less politically 
responsible 
These missiles increase 
manyfold the possibility of war as well 
as its quick transmutation from a 
conventional tactical encounter to a 
nuclear confrontation.”

ihe best advice we can extend our 
young 
but unpublished Mailers and 
Spillanes of today is not to suffer the 
hardships of trying to get their first 
novel in print - not when they don’t have 
to 
We make this recommendation in 
\iew 
of 
the worsening retail book 
market and publishing business in the 
U.S. 
For example, most retailers will not 
touch a first novel m hard cover, few 
will stock any fiction unless it shows 
promise of an above average sale; and 
the chains have turned thumbs down on 
unknown 
authors, 
according 
to 
a 
Publishers W eekly story 
C onsequently, 
publishers 
are 
resorting 
to publishing 
commercial 
novels, books they feel will sell well, 
although 
often 
the 
books 
are 
commercial failures. This practice is 
done, unfortunately, at the expense of 
first novels of genuine literary merit 
Roger Straus Jr . of Farrar, Straus & 
Giroux believe that many houses have 
grown too commercial, are not patient 
and farsighted enough 
“The> want instant results,” he says, 
"and are unwilling to take the losses 
necessary to cultivate an author Why. 
even a great novelist may not pay off 
until his third or fourth book.” 
We should advise an aspiring writer 
that he can bypass the aggravation of 
receiving rejection slips for his work by 
going into politics first 
First the writer must become a county 
ex ecutive Any county will do Maryland 
has nice counties 
The writer must next do whatever is 
t sarv to become governor and a few 


years later after cultivating the right 
qualifications • the writer should find 
himself drafted 
by the Republican 
candidate for president as his running 
mate. 
After becoming U.S. vice president, 
the writer must extol the neccessity of 
law and order before the public and 
press and condemn those who violate 
either. The writer must do this to such a 
degree 
that 
he 
becom es 
the 
personification of law and order and 
people begin calling him Mr. Law and 
Order. 
Suddenly, the writer must find himself 
in the backroom of the Federal court 
plea bargaining to stay out of jail on 
charges of bribery and extortion and 
eventually pleading no contest to a 
knocked down charge of tax evasion and 
resigning the office of vice president. 
His parting words to the press is that 
he is innocent. This he should say 
indignantly. 
Now the time is perfect for the writer 
to emerge as America’s newest mystery 
man a novelist named Harry, Sam, or 
Spiro, 
whatever the writer’s name 
happens to be 
If he has followed our advice faithfully 
he will have no trouble finding a literary 
agent who handles Norman Mailer and 
Mickey Spillane and will predict that the 
writer shall make a million on his first

Moreover, the writer will have little

Journal to pay $100,000 for the rights to

Our advice, young writers should note, 
not only eliminates the impossible odds 
of getting the first novel published and 
distributed, it also cuts out the painful 
apprenticeship that writers like Mailer 
and Spillane had to experience to 
develop a writing talent. 


strictures of the juvenile probation 
department. In short the board is 
supposed to salvage as many young 
people as possible and help them solve 
their problems at the local level. 
Conceivably the board will save some 
youth who formerly went on from here 
to become deeply embedded in the 
juvenile court structure. We’re talking 
about truants from school and out-of­ 
control juveniles. 
It is still too early to tell what impact 
SARB will have on the problem of 
truancy, but at the outset there is 
hope.There are also some limitations in 
the SARB law and John Murray, 
administrative dean at Lompoc High 
School, talked about some of them the 
other day. 
One of the first limitations Murray 
noted was that the schools can’t refer a 
youngster to SARB unless one or both of 
the parents or legal guardians gives his 
or her permission. If the authority of the 
family declines to give that permission, 
the schools must either continue to 
suffer whatever the problem is deemed 
to be or they can turn a given case over 
to the juvenile probation department. 
However, the latter option comes only 
after everything else has failed. For 
example the schools have the power 
unilaterally to assign a problem youth to 
Maple Continuation High School, and by 
the same token to bring the youngster 
back into the student mainstream again

when that seems appropriate. 
Murray is going forward with SARB, 
as others are, but again he feels 
experience may prove the law is best 
suited for large cities. School districts in 
large cities have the structure—social 
workers for one—to sort out the facts in 
a given case, and to counsel in depth 
with not only the youngster, but with the 
family itself. 
He said that the schools here don’t 
have the capacity to track down all the 
fake notes and the deceptions that lace 
the world of the truant. The schools also 
don’t have the means to evaluate or 
assess the impact of adverse home 
conditions. 
Three to five per cent of the student 
body at the high school level 
is 
habitually truant, according to Murray. 
Truancy classification is given for 
unexplained absences of three times or 
more.

however, 
Murray says the truancy and the 
absences here are not in the same 
category with those in big city school 
districts.

t h i s - S A R B 
and

innovations—is 
pointed 
toward 
the 
eventually handling of most school 
truancy 
and 
out-of-control 
juvenile 
problems 
in 
the 
community, 
as 
distinguished from handing them over to 
some higher and probably out-of-area 
authority. 
Reading between the lines, it would 
seem the community is going to have a 
greater responsibility assigned to it in 
terms of solving its own problems 
before recourse to a more institutional 
option. 
As it stands now, SARB can refer a 
family to some counseling service or 
agency, and hopefully can look on the 
the truant with kinder eye than some 
austere court or lockup.

fighting; also combative.” Branding 
members of the teaching profession of 
this district in this manner reflects a 
value judgment that is worse than 
ludricrous, and is indeed surprising 
coming from a man of your intelligence. 
Example Two — As to your reporting 
that the teachers are now asking a 14 per 
cent increase; my response is that they 
are in fact asking 10.6 per cent (8 per 
cent salary, 2 6 per cent fringe). In 
addition, 
according 
to 
the 
school 
district, the increase in the cost of living 
from Nov. 1,1973, to Nov. 1,1974, was 17 
per cent. Even if teachers were given a 
10 per cent increase they would still be 
seven per cent behind. According to 
your editorial the taxpayer “cannot 
afford to capitulate to the unrealistic 
demands of teachers.” Is it unrealistic 
to ask for a pay increase that would 
place teachers at the short end of the 
inflationary spiral? 
Example Three - You address your 
editorial to the taxpayers of Lompoc, 
need I remind you that teachers are also 
taxpayers and not some radical, greedy, 
militant group who has as their aim the 
financial destruction of the Lompoc 
Unified School District. In reality, 
teachers, fellow middle-class citizens, 
do not feel that it is their job alone to 
subsidize this district. 
Example Four — Your tax-rate 
figures for this district are correct 
($2.35). However, are you aware that of 
all 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
School 
Districts that Lompoc’s is $1.96 lower 
than the next highest district and is $3.00 
lower that of the highest taxed district 
and is in fact, the lowest in the county? 
As taxpayers, teachers do not relish 
the idea of a tax-rate increase, but also 
feel that their paychecks should not be 
the floodgate holding back inflation to 
the district.

step increases each year.” FACT — 
after a teacher has been in the district 
twelve years there are no automatic 
step advances and must rely solely on a 
percentage increase to try and keep up 
with the cost of living.„ 
In conclusion, if all the above 
still 
does not alter your opinion on the issue 
of teacher salaries please consider the 
following: Pay teachers as you would 
your baby-sitter, say at a rate of 75 cents 
per hour per child. If this seems 
reasonable to you the salary of all 
teachers in the this district would be 
$22,176.00 annually (based on an average 
class size of 28).
